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1 Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 20 recites new limitations that require further search and consideration. Claim 20 recites, "cutting tool" 
in lines 2, 6 and 9. Further, White (2,910,804) teaches a magnet 36 on a knife 40, which is retained to another object 30 via another 
magnet 38. One of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to provide Hall et al (5,701,675) with a retaining means such as shown in 
White in place of the hole 42 and projecting member 44 in Hall because they are known equivalents. Additionally, note that Benardeau 
teaches a cutting tool 6 with a magnet 14 in connection with an object 4 with magnet 22. 
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
